Under the gold 
standard, thu purchasing power of tho 
gold dollar thereby increases the piir- 
chasing power of tho bond-holders' in- 
terest and office-holders' salary. 


The presidents of insurance compan 


ies, building and loan associations, the 
McCorrnicks, tho agents of the Vander- 
bilts and the Kothchilds have drawn 
in their menacing threats to their work- 
ingmen. 
They have overstepped tho 


boundaries of prndenco, 
and 
instead 


of driving their workingmon into tho 
gold bug camp, they havtf aroused tho 
independence of their 
workingmen. 


Labor knows its power and will not be 
coerced. 


This is a country in which every 


man is a freeman, and tho genius of 
onr institutions demands that wo edu- 
cate him to execute his duties intelli- 
gently. 
No employer shonld be criti- 


cized for attempting to instruct his em- 
ployes in the duties of citizenship, but 
when he attempts to coerce them into 
supporting the peculiar measures of his 
employer in violation of the instincts 
of his better .judgment, his rights of 
'citizenship have been invaded. We 
don't believe there is an employer of 
men in Portsmouth who will insist that 
their laboring men shall vote as they 
dictate, for they are Americans who 
believe their power at the ballot-box 
shonhrhe DO greater than other men. 


With the fact staring the Blade in 


the face that the failure of tho Citi- 
zens' Savings bank was under a ring 


politician; that the wrecking of the 
Farmers' bank was by another, and 
•with the knowledge of the fact that 
our present treasurer was short because 
he took money from the treasury and 
loaned it to a political friend; with the 
fact that the treasurer of Lawrence 
county is in the penitentiary for this 
same kind of conduct, and that some of 
the above ought to be there today, it 
seems that its criticism of the defalca- 
tion of Legg, of Pike county, must 
have been inspired by party prejudice. 
Carl Huber incidentally made the re- 
mark the other day that there was no 
necessity for defaulting cashiers and 
treasurers to go to Canada, because 
Portsmouth was a much safer place. 


"We need both gold and silver, and 


we can have both only by making each 
the equal of the other. It would not be 
difficult to show that, in the nations 
where both have been fully recognized 
and most widely diffused, the steadiest 
and most continuous prosperity has 
been enjoyed—that true form of pros- 
perity which reaches all classes, but 
which begins with the day laborer 
whose toil lays the foundation of the 
whole superstructure of wealth. 


"The exclusively gold nation like 


England may show the most massive 
fortunes in the ruling classes, but it 
shows also the moat helpless and hope- 
less poverty in the humbler walks of 
life. 
The gold and silver nation like 


France can exhibit no such individual 
fortunes as abound in a gold nation 
like England, but it has a peasantry 
whose silver savings can pay a war in- 
demnity that wonld have beggarrled 
;he gold bankers of London, and to 
which the peasantry of England cuuld 
not have contributed a pound sterling 
:u gold or even a shilling in silver.— 
Jas. G. Elaine. 


I, for one, can see benefit only to the 


money-holder and those who receive 
uterest and have fixed incomes. 
I can 


see, as a result of this legislation, our 
business operations crippled and wages 
for labor reduce to a more pittance. I 
can see the beautiful prairies of my 
own state and of the great West,which 
are blooming as gardens, with cheerful 
homes rising like white towers along 
the pathway of improvement, again 
sinking back to idleness. I can see mort- 
gage fiends at their hellish work. I 
can see the hopes of the industrious 
farmers blasted as they burn corn for 
fuel because its price will not pay the 
cost of transportation and dividends on 
millions of dollars of ficticions railway 
stocks and bonds.

Silyer Plated Gold 


The campaign is becoming a comedy 


of errors. The noisy advocates of a 
gold standard have divided into two 
parties. One has nominated the "ex- 
silver lunatic," McKinley, and the 
other has nominated the "ex-silver 
lunatic," John M. Palmer. McKiuley 
voted for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver in the Bland bill in the 
house of representatives in November, 
1877, 
and the following year he voted 


for tho Stanley Matthews resolution 
declaring all the bonds of the United 
Status payable in silver dollars. 
John 


M. Palmer, in 1878, published a news- 
paper in which he declared that "if 
there can be any such thing as a dis- 
honest dollar that miserable shell trick 
and travesty of a coin, a gold dollar, 
exactly fills that designation." He 
also said in the same article: 


"If there is any dollar more honest 


than the silver dollar of 371^ grains 
(of pure silver) it has not been discov- 
ered in the century or more that the 
mttion has existed." 


Now this last is good, honest talk.' 


If Senator Palmer had continued to ad- 
vocate sound money he might have 
been the Democratic nominee today. 
He was then G1 years of age—tho age 
of discretion. 
Ho cannot plead youth 


as hiis been clone in the half of Major 
McKinley. 
The Major was at the 


tender age of 35 when ho put iu his 
work for %vhat he now calls a fifty-cent 
dollar. 


Senator Palmer also said iu his 


newspaper on tho 20th of January, 
1878: 


"Democrats, tho fight for tho silver 


dollar is more than forty years old. We 
won it once against the national banks 
under tho lead of Old Hickory, and by 
his bones we'll win it again." 


Of course we will, you dear, blessed 


old soul. 
What can have happened to 


you to have led yon astray in this your 
eightieth year?

In the same article Senator Palmer 
said:

legal tender paper at pleasure, or who 
does not rest assured that congress has 
the right to farm, out the privilege of 
supplying the people with currency 
through banking corporations." 


And now the very fellows who 


wanted the privilege of supplying the 
people with currency farmed out to 
them have got np a party to vote down 
the silver dollars, and substitute the 
notes of private banking corporations. 
Was there ever such an exhibition? It 
equals the turning of his coat by Sec- 
retary Carlisle, who is now the serving 
man of the gold syndicates, and who 
formerly told the house of representa- 
tives that the opponents to free silver 
coinage were greater enemies to man- 
kind than war, pestilence and famine 
bad ever been. General Palmer ought 
to write a little book to explain the in- 
fluences that have caused his conver- 
sion. We have heard of an old man 
who said to the mischievous boys ol 
his village: "Take the old man out 
and get him drunk and have fun with 
him." It really would appear that 
this grand old man of variegated poli- 
tics had passed through some such ex- 
perience with thQ Fairchilds, Eckels, 
Mortons and the like. 


We suggest a joint debate between 


Palmer and McKinley, in which they 
shall relate their experiences and ex- 
plain to the public whether they were 
virtuous when they were for silver 
coinage, and have now fallen from 
grace, or whether they were 
then 


wicked and have now been converted. 
Bryan is drawing immensely at his 
meetings, but such an experience meet- 
ing as we have suggested, wonld draw 
fully as woll.

After the first surprise,

tbc failure of the great New York house 
of Hilton, Hujrhcs & Co., comes the cool 
and deliberate investigation into the 
causes which toppled over this famous 
firm. 


Mr. •Gillain, whose long years of 


experience as a newspaper editor, and 
also as the chief of the advertising de- 
partment of John Wanamaker renders 
him apt to be more than ordinarily care- 
ful in his statements, says: 


"As to the cause of the suspension, they 


were unable to raise ready cash, and were 
'consequently forced to the wall. Cash 
;could not be had on the very best gilt- 
edged collateral. 


"By the very best gilt-edged collateral 


I mean good real estate. Col. Hilton had 
seriously endeavored to raise funds on the 
very best of real estate, but has failed, 
and was tired of carrying the burden of 
the business on his shoulders. Judge Rus- 
sell has tried for several days to raise $750,- 
000 on $1,000,000 of United States bonds, but 
the banks would not let the money go. Sev- 
eral times he thought he would b« able to 
negotiate for the amount desired, but each 
time It resulted in failure at Just about the 
time it looked as If success would be at- 
tained." 


A careful reading of the above seems 


to make it, plain that had the banks 
been a little more sensible, and liberal, 
the failure would have been averted. 
The banks seem to have shut their 
vaults to all loans. When money can- 
not be secured upon 
United States 


bonds, it is evident that the banking 
interests are pursuing; a most extraor- 
dinary and short-sighted policy, and 
that their own folly is mainly respon- 
sible for much ol the financial strin- 
gency and the growing' demand for the 
free coinage of silver. 


Another assertion made by Mr. Gil- 


lam reveals the fcirjse of many failures 
and the chief impediment to prosperity, 
lie says: 


"One of the causes which was also In- 


strumental in leading to the failure was 
slow collections. 
If we could have col- 


lected one-half of the amount outstand- 
ing there would have been 
no trouble 


whatever In tiding the business over with- 
out help from the outside." 


There is a trouble which must con- 


tinue until the. volume of circulation 
is increased. 
With money scarce and 


the banks hoarding it, and denying 
loans even upon gilt-edged securities, 
it is time (o break down their financial 
domination and by the free coinage of 
silver to make it impossible for them 
to stiih: trade and balk prosperity in 
this great nation of ours.—Philadelphia 
Item".

There are gen- 
tlemen in tho party, however, no less 
distinguished than His 
Excellency. 


This is the committee's final trip over 
the Ohio^canaL They have finished up 
all their inspections and are now ready 
to report.

I have carefully considered the platform 


adopted by the democratic national conven- 
tion, and unqualilledly endorse every plank 
thereon. 


Our institutions rest upon the proposition, 


that all men, being created equal, are entitled 
to equal consideration at the hands of the gov- 
ernment 
IJecause all mon sire created equal. 
It follows that no citizen has a natural right 
to Injure another citizen.' 
The main purpose 


of government being to protect all citizens in 
the enjovment of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness,

Democracy ignores difference in wealth: 


neither riches nor poverty ean be invoked In 
behalf of or against any citizen. Democracy 
knows no creed—recoj/nizing the right of ench 
Individual to worship God according to the 
dictates of his own conscience, It welcomes 
all to a common brotherhood, und guarantees 
equal treatment to nil, no matter in what 
church or through what forms they communo 
with their creator. 


Having discussed portions of the platform 


nt the time of its adoption, and agmn when 
your letter of notification was formally deliv- 
ered. It will not bo necessary at this time to 
touch upon nil the subjects embraced in the 
party's declaration. 


Hor.est dilTerences of opinion have ever ex- 


isted or ever will exist us to tho moat effective 
means of securing domestic tranquillty, but 
no citizen fails to recognize at all times and 
under all circumstances tho absolute necessi- 
ty for the prompt and vigorous enforcement 
ol law and the preservation of the public 
peace.

Coal to Canada'by Wntflr. 


A broader market for Pennsylvania 


coal, both anthracite and bituminous, 
is opened up by a contract which was 
signed recently. The new field is Can- 
ada, a large part of which has hitherto 
depended for its supply on the inferior 
coal of Cape Breton, and f"je venture Is 
especially interesting ber.ause the pro- 
duct of Pennsylvania's mines is to be 
transported across the oordcr by means 
of whatebacks and barges. 
A good 


deal of American coal now crosses to 
Canada by rail by 
way oC Niagara 


Falls, and this will be the first serious 
attempt to build up a large traffic by 
water. 


The first consignment will consist 


of 5,500 tons of both 
hard and soft 


coal, which will be taken by the whale- 
back steamer Joseph R. Colby. She 
will carry 1,500 tons in her hold; and, 
three whaleback barges, or pigs, aa 
they are known in the shipping trade, 
will take the remaining 4,000 tons. The 
distance from 
Philadelphia to Mon- 


treal by water is about 2,000 miles, In- 
cluding the run up the St. Lawrence 
River, and it is probably the longest 
run ever made by a steamer towing a 
heavy fleet of barges astern. This will 
also be the first attempt to send Amer- 
ican coal in barges to a foreign coun- 
try.—-Philadelphia Record.

A neat little device has been invent- 


ed and patented by E. D. AiwzUer, at 
Cleveland, especially for the protec- 
tion of cyclists from tiie annoyance of 
dust, sun or wind. It consists ot a 
very simple attachment intended to t>e» 
fastened upon the inner side of the 
rider's cap. 


This small metal support, when In 


use, projects downward to a point, jusf 
between the eyebrows of the wearer. 
Upon the lower extremity is a small 
clip to hold the eyeglasses, which are 
supplied with the outfit, and which 
are of plain glass. These may in turn 
be replaced by the rider's own lenses, 
if he is troubled with disordered op- 
tics. When not in use the invention 
folds back under the vizor.

darkened or smoked glass affords am- 
ple protection from the glare of the 
sun. 


The strong point in this invention 


lies in 
the 
fact 
that, whether the 


glasses be worn for protection or from 
necessity, they stay where they are put 
and do not jolt off. They cannot 
come oft unless the cap comes off with 
them.
